C. M. T. C. AIDS PHYSICAL 
“ F IT N E S S ” 


Approximately two out of every 
five young men applying for accept­ 
ance as students at C. M. T. Camps, 
are suffering from physical defects, 
according to records for the past six 
years. 
Th« 
fact that applicants are be­ 
tween 
the ages of seventeen and 
twenty-four lends emphasis to these 
figures. 
Between these ages their vitality 
is bec lining greatest, th* «r brains 
most receptive, their bodies should 
a p p ro a ch perfection anil they should 
be “physically prepared’ 
for life. 
Yet examining physicians find ap­ 
plicants suffering from many diseases, 
from 
undcr-development 
to 
acute 
complications of the heart and in 
most eases in entire ignorance of 
their ailments. 
A large proportion are rejected 
for imperfect vision, defective hear­ 
ing or other minor defects, still cap­ 
able of correction or cure. 
These figures have attracted a great 
deal of attention recently, especially 
in the press, and che general opinion 
expressed h that the percentage of 
rejects ns is indicative of a not al­ 
together wholesome condition. 
Previous experience in the six C. 
M. T. C. campaigns has shown that, 
that out of an aggregate of 425,000 
applicants, 158,000 were enrolled in 
camps; 00,000 were acceptable but 
could not be enrolled for lack of 
room and 170,000 w ire unacceptable 
on account of defects, largely phy­ 
sical, an average of 40% . 
For this reason, in the present 
campaign in the Eighth Corps Area, 
to obtain a quota of 2700 out of 
4000 
applications 
received, 
nearly 
one-third are rejected. 
The Nation, as a whole, is not de­ 
generating 
nor 
are 
we 
becoming 
anemic as a people. 
VV hat, then, is 
the trouble? 
Minor defects of the young are 
either undiscovered, ignored or un­ 
cared for while still incipient or while 
correction is possible. 
If not dis­ 
covered and corrected, these, in many 
eases, become chronic and incurable. 
C, M. T. C. assists parents to solve 
a part of this problem for four years, 
as boys accepted and attending a C. 
M. T. C. receive physical examina­ 
tions, first by local doctors and later, 
in camp, by Regular Army surgeons. 
Few defects, if any, escape their 
“ eagle eyes.” 
Those discovered are 
reported and corrective measures ad­ 
vised. 
“ Physical preparedness is essential, 
not only to the comfort of the in­ 
dividual, but also to the welfare of 
America as a Nation. 
Healthy, outdoor exercise, taught 
in and encouraged by the C. M. T. 
C. sets a high standard for the world 
to follow.

The gong service was con lucted 
by Joe Wilson, who was successful 
in building up a large choir and a 
Booster Band, composed of some 75 
boosters. 
The singing was a decided 
attraction to the meeting, as it should 
be. 
I he Booster Band often showed 
its ability by singing different chor­ 
uses learned at their daily practice. 
All in all, the meetnig was a huge 
success, many people of other de­ 
nominations being present and en­ 
joying the services with the Baptists.
